Chap. 1SKJ acts of 1S94. 


Tbis act provides tbat the overseers of 


the poor may appoint a secretary and sup- 
erintendent and such other subordinate 
officers as the ordinances of the city may 
require and may define the duties of said 
officers provided however that the duty of 
said officers be established by the city 
council. 


Mr. Conant was disposed at first to say 


that this chanced the situation bat the 
point turned on the phrase ;'may appoint11 
aa this means also "may not appoint'1. 


He then turned to the civil service law, 


acts of 1393 chip. 93, which enumerates 
tte officers exempt from civil semco rules 
u follows: 


"Judicial officers, and officers elected by 


the people, or a city council, or whose ap- 
pointment Is subject to conh'roiatiou by 
tbe executive council of the common- 
wealth, or tbe cl'.y council of any city, ttc., 
ifcc., heads of any principal departments 
of liie comrnODivealtli or of a city, ttc. 


This Ian- would not exempt Jfr. Hicliard- 


BOD unless he should be considered the 
head of tbe department but the mayor be- 
ing chairman of the board is considered 
the head. 


On tbe whole Hr. Conant saw noliiinp 


to change his opinion that [be position of 
secretary of the overseers of ihe poor is un- 
der Ihe operation of civil service rules, 


In contradiction of ibis view a 
gentle- 


man who is interested in the matter staled 
tbat tbe secretary of the overseers 
of tlie 


poor at Laurence is not affected by civil 
service rules altbouph appointed precisely 
a« was Mr. Kicbardson. 
Tbe civil service 


board slated Ibat the office was under tlie 
civil service but when the overseers look 
tbe mailer in band, the claims of the board 
Trere foond to be untenable. 


Besides, the new board of overseers may 


declare tbe secretary tlie bead of the de- 
partment and thus remove all quesliou on 
ibe matter. 


Mr. Richardson made application under 


civil service rules but being i veteran was 
noi required lo take an examination.

appointed. 


AHo;etrier the decision of the question is 
largclj a matter of construction of the law 
and will have lo be decided by the city 
solicitor in conjunction with Ibe civil ser- 
Ticu commissioners.

the head. 


On the whole Mr. Conant saw nothing 


to change bis opinion that the position of 
secretary of the overseers of the poor is un- 
der tbe operation of civil service rules. 


In contradiction of this view a gentle- 


man who is interested in the matter staled 
that tbe secretary of the overseers of the 
poor at Lawrence Is not affected by civil 
lervice roles although appointed precisely 
»s was Mr. Richardson. 
The ciril service 


board stated that the office was under the 
cm] service but when ice overseers took 
the matter In hand, the claims of the board 
were found to be untenable.

tary of the: treasury. Under tho regula- 
tions, a. Chinese laborer who has resided 
and ropisterad In the United States and 
departed therefrom, und who may have a 
lawful wife, uhild or parent In this country, 
or property therein ot tho value of $100, op 
debts of like amount due him, will bo per- 
mitted to rotuvn, provided that before de- 
parliug he deposits with the collector of 
customs of tho dlstvlct in -which ho resides, 
r>r with the nearest customs officer, a cer- 
tificate of registration from the internal 
revenue collector, and a full description of 
his family, property or debts, 


The papers must bo accompanied b5" 


three photographs of the laborer, and tho 
statement submitted by him, if found to 
be correct, will bo certified by the col- 
lector Of customs. Tho papers, with tho 
photographs, arc to be transmitted to the 
collector of customs of tho pore from 
which tho Chinese person is to depart, 
and who is to return to the country 


Tla the Port of Departure. 


Tho certiilcd description of the China- 


man will be Hied in the office of tho collec- 
tor at the port of exit as a. means of Iden- 
tification. 


Tlio return to tho United States must be 


within one year from tho date of depart- 
ure, unless sickness or other disability 
prevents, in which event tho facts ore re- 
quired to be idonbifled by tho Chinese con- 
sul at tho port from which tho Chlneso 
person nniy depart for the United States. 


A ccrtiflcato will he issued totlie laborer 


on his departure which will not contain a 
description of the person to whom issued, 
but which will refer to the identification 
papers by number. 
This will obviate the

certain. 


Collectors at ports of exit will bo re- 


quired to transmit to the treasury depart- 
ment weekly reports of Chinese leaving 
their respective ports, giving the name, 
local residency and occupation of such per- 
sons. The collectors will also be required 
to cancel all certificates of returning Chi- 
nese ami to forward the sam'o to the treas-

ratios of assets. 


There is a moderate increase in the Dum- 


ber of failures in the province of Ontario, 
butafallingofrin total liabilities; agreater 
relative Increase in tbe number of failures 
In tho province of Quebec, with a sharp 
gain In volume of liabilities. Now Bruns- 
wick reports a moderate increase in the 
number of failures, with nearly double 
the amount of liabilities in 1893, and Nova 
Scotia a moderate decrease and a heavy 
decline In volume of liabilities, the like 
being true "with reference to Prince Kd.

In Manitoba there Is one less failure

He says that he took out a 
Russian passport at Batoum in order to 
travel In Turkey. To do so, he must have 
taken oath that he was a Russian, citizen, 
yet it was a necessary preliminary to his 
taking onfc ft United States passport to 
swear that ha was an American citizen. 
Wilder these circumstancoB it is held that 
Minister Terrell's hesitancy to issue a 
passport was thoroughly justified. 


Aside from this consideration, however, 


the Turkish government has refused per- 
sistently to admit the right of Turkish 
subjects to expatriate themselves to re- 
turn to Turkey, and as our own supreme 
court in the case of the Chinese exclusion 
law has affirmed tho absolute right of a 
nation to exclude any class of persdna 
from its territory, the United States would 
seem to have little ground upon which to 
protest.

The state authorities hare inaugurated a 


crusade against this disease in cattle know 
Ing the dangers 10 the pnblic health result, 
ins from the use of milk or beef from 
cat- 


Me affected with the disease. 


A quarantine has been established. The 


work of using the tuberculin lest bas been 
commenced way down on the Cape and is 
being prosecuted by the slate inspectors 
with assiduity. It will be two years however 
at the present rate of progress before all 
the cattle of the slate have been examined. 
By that time the disease will undoubtedly 
have crept into the quarantine district and 
a new examination will be necessary. 


In point of fact the banishment of lu- 


bercuIosU will be far mora difficult 
and 


perhaps as expensive as thccrusade against 
the sypsy moth, the presence of which was 
but slightly felt in a very few places in the 
state. 


Tuberculin is the poison of the bacilli of 


tuberculosis just as alcohol is the noison of 
£:rros produced in the fermentation of 
whicb alcohol is tho product. 
When 
in- 


jected into a cow which is not affected by 
tuberculosis there is no bacilli to be de- 
stroyed and the test has no effect. But if 
the bacilli are there Ihey succumb to the 
poison and the result is a derangement of 
the animal system which is easily notice- 
able. If the poison could kill the bicillv 
outright that would end the matter; but 
the animal would be killed first. Tbe 
farmers claim that this test is uojast. that 
it leads to the condemnation of cows that 
are almost sound physically and that it is 
no: reliable as a lest. 
As it is but a dozen 


Tears since the tuberculin theory was first 
applied, it is possible that there mar be 
some deception in its application. 
Dr. 


Koch was said !o have discovered a cure 
for consumption on the same theory; but 
It did not prove effective. 
If that bo so, 


ths farmers claim that there may be an 
tqual error of judgment in regard to 
tuberculin. 


Whelher this be true or not, the farmers 


want only the fall value of the cattlo 
killed under this tuberculosis crusade.

for the return to the United States o£ 
Chinese laborers, aa provided for by tho 
recent treaty between this country and 
China, have boen completed by the secre- 
tary ot the treasury. XJnder the regula- 
tions, a Chinese laborer who has resided 
and registered in the "United States and 
departed thevoCrairL, and wlio niily1 nave a 
lawful wife, child or parent in this country, 
or property therein of tho value of 3100, or 
debts of liko amount due him, will be per- 
mitted to return, provided that before de- 
parting ho deposits with the collector of 
customs of tho district in which he resides, 
or with the nearest customs officer, a cer- 
tificate of registration from the internal 
rovcjnuc collDCtor, and a full description of 
his family, property or debts. 


TJio papers must bo accompanied by 


three photographs of the laborer, and tho 
statement submitted by him, if found to 
be curreet, will bo certified by the col- 
lector of uuntoina, Tlio papers, with tho 
photographs, are to bo transmitted to tho 
collector of customs of the port 
from 


which tlio Chinese person is to depart, 
and who is to return to the country 


Vlft tho Port of Departure. 


The certified description of the China- 


man will be filed in the office of the collec- 
tor at the pdi't of exit as a means of Iden- 
tification. 


The return to tho United States must be 


within one year from the date of depart- 
ure, uulcss sickness or other disability 
prevents, In which evont tho facts are re- 
quired to bo identified by the Chinese con- 
sul ac the port from which tho Chinese 
person miiy depart for the United States. 


A certificate will be issued to the laborer 


on his departure which will not contain a 
description of tho person to whom issued, 
but which will refer to the Identification 
papers by number. 
This will obviate the 


sale or exchange of certificates and render 
the identification of tho returning Chinese 
certain. 


Collectors at ports of exit will be re- 


quired to transmit to the treasury depart- 
ment weekly reports of Chinese leaving 
their respective ports, giving tho name, 
local rosidencD and occupation of such per- 
sons. The collectors will also be required 
to cancel all certificates of returning Chi- 
ncso nnd to forward the same to the treas- 
ury, where records are to bo kept on forms 
spcci filly provided for tho purpose. 


The certificates to bo issued will be es- 


pecially numbered and issued by the de- 
partment to 
collectors 
on requisition 


therefor, an account being kept in each 
instance, and collectors will bo required to 
exercise unusual care in all matters per- 
taining to it.
